the city council on • Wednesday evening: 
To the Honorable, the Mayor and City Council 


of Dceatur: 
The subscriber Is under the necessity ot re- 


questing your honorable body to declare as 
promptly as possible whatever conclusions you 
have reached in the consideration of the peti- 
tion ol the parties asking for a modlllcatlon of 
the gas ordinance, as delay at this time is at a 
sacrifice of the interests involved, no matter how 
you iiuiy decide the question, as the company 
cannot shape its affairs in regard to any expen- 
diture while the inatter'remaius in suspense. It 
would appear to the subscriber that the question 
of action upon the petition is very much sluipli. 
lied when it is considered that "letting the ordi- 
winctf remain as it is" will not compel the com- 
pany to furnish gas at $1.00; nor on the other 
hand will the modification of the ordinance in 
compliance with the petition compel anyone tu 
fate (/IM, and everyone that has been and Is now 
using gas at present prices is doing so from 
choice, and allow the suggestion that your own 
committee comprising one-half of the council 
have made official report that they tind the cost 
ol gas to the company to be 81.42 per thousand 
teet exclusive of any charge of interest on the 
plant, which report Is In itselt a sufficient con- 
demnation of the present ordinance If that ordi- 
nance requires gas to be made and sold for the 
maximum price of $1.00 per thousand. Now the 
only answer to this has been the misrepresenta- 
tion of fact, that such wus the contract entered 
into by the company. 1 say misrepresentation 
of fact because the tacts that cannot be denied 
show tliat such i«.t not the mulerstanding of the 
ordinance by any of the parties affected by 
its operation and therefore it was nttt the eon- 
traet In fact, for it has been shown conclusively 
that the city council of 1SCS, tlie citizens who 
subscribed for gas in 1808, and the gas company 
all understood and accepted the said ordinance 
of 1867 In the same ligM and in the light of that 
universal understanding, the investment was 
inaile in good faith and the gas plant became 
one of the resources of Decatnr In seeking 
growth and prosperity, or according to later 
phraseology, a means of "boomfny tke town." 
What Is the answer to this. The only reply to 
Oils is that the ciiy council of 1885 and iUs attor- 
ney conceived a different construction of the
